EFFINGHAM CEMETERY TRUSTEES REPORT 


As only one Trustee was elected in march of 1995, it was necessary for the 
selectmen to appoint two others. Marion Kirker and Craig Howard were appointed in 
June of 1995. 

The Selectmen were unable to give an accurate report of the cemetery finances in 
1994. The Selectmen closed the checking account and took the balance of $452.17 and 
placed it in the town funds. The Selectmen also noted that the equipment was in need of 
repair. " Moe " Wittmann had the repair work done at a cost of $77.92. 

The Cemetery Trustees set the budget at $1,550.00. ( $1,000.00 Raised at the 
1995 Town Meeting, and 2.5 % interest on the perpetual and cemetery income funds for 
$550.00. ). We hired a man in May to mow 12 cemeteries with his own equipment. In 
addition, the Woodland Cemetery was mowed three times, plus two other cemeteries and 
one-half of the Davis Meeting Cemetery were mowed by the trustees. A special thanks to 
Harold Nunan ; The new sign for Woodland Cemetery that you made is a first class sign. 

The Trustees investigated 18 cemeteries ( all with perpetual funds ) and noted the 
Head Stones that were broken, laying on the ground, or that were leaning 8 to 10 inches 
or more. The Trustees also noted graves that were sunken 8 inches or more below ground 
level, and noted the fences ( rock, stone blocks, or iron pipe ) and the need to remove the 
bushes and trees and / or branches. 

The Woodland Cemetery " markers " are not set in accordance with the drawings 
that are available. There has been a complaint concerning the position of head stones in 
Woodland Cemetery. The Trustees have requested the Selectmen to authorize a survey. 
This will provide us with a recorded Plot Plan that will be kept on file. Funding for the 
survey is provided by the interest from the Woodland Cemetery Trust Funds. The cost of 
the survey is $710.00 

The 11+ acres of Woodland Cemetery has a lot of brush and rocks that should be 
removed and the land smoothed so it will be easier to mow. In addition, a portion of the 
rock fence should be rebuilt where the logging has knocked down the fence.

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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The Effingham Historic District Commission meets the second Thursday each month 
at 7:30 P.M. at the Town House. Eleven meetings were held during 1995 and 
proceedings included the approval of five applications and two site reviews. 


The Commission is committed to preserving and perpetuating the exceptional 
architectural design and rural atmosphere of the Historic Districts and does this by 
following guidelines based upon federal and state standards. There are 65 towns in 
New Hampshire and 1998 towns throughout the country that have established Historic 
Commissions. The New Hampshire State Legislature declared the preservation of 
historic places and buildings a "public purpose" in 1963. This was broadened to 
include cultural resources and community history in 19993. 


During November 1995, at a statewide "Town Meeting" in Concord organized by 
Inherit New Hampshire, it was reported that one of this state’s most finite resources, 
its heritage of old neighborhoods and buildings, was being threatened. The subject 
of this conference was "Preserving the Cultural Fabric of New Hampshire" and many 
public concerns were addressed. Preservation issues are very important to this 
community because our cultural resources bring economic benefits. 


Tourism is now one of the state’s two leading industries in terms of attracting dollars 
from out of state. Cultural tourism is the wave of the future and there is a firm 
connection between support of preservation and tourism. Rep. Martha Fuller Clark, a 
founder and board member of Inherit New Hampshire has noted that if we lose the 
cultural resources, character and look of New Hampshire communities, we will lose 
our tourist dollars. 


According to Linda Wilson, Deputy State Historic Preservation Officer, the living 
landscape -- the network of forests, farms, buildings and fields which is the image we 
have of rural New Hampshire -- is becoming altered; each change is incremental and 
what we are losing is the diversity and difference that makes things human. The 
state’s picturesque neighborhoods and landscapes must be protected. Tourists 
come here to see something special. 


The Town House is the centerpiece of our town for it is a distinctive and structurally- 
impressive building. The Commission has actively worked for completion of its 
renovations, specifically, the replacement of the railing on the tower and the railing 
over the front door. The Effingham Historical Society has agreed to donate the funds 
necessary to complete this restoration for which we are very grateful. A long vision, 
responsible stewardship and the cooperation of town residents are necessary for the 
success of "public purpose" historic preservation.

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EFFINGHAM VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Effingham Volunteer Fire Department in 1995 showed an increase in membership during 
the year. Twelve business meetings, and various work details and several training sessions 
were conducted. The Dept had a large diameter hose drill with Ossipee Corner Fire Dept at 
Lost Valley Development, Effingham. 


Several members completed various courses offered by OVMAA. A certified 8hr basic Vehicle 
Hydraulic Extrication and Safety Class was conducted at Station #2 on 7/15/95. Effingham 
Fire and Rescue had a 16 hr Vehicle Rescue operations Certified Class. 


The Effingham Fire Dept, Ossipee Valley Mutual Aid and the Carroll County Sheriff Dept are 
continuing a major communications study, working on getting three new Radio Tower sites 
(Green Mtn - Red Hill - Tyrol) and another site near Castle Springs, Moultonboro. 


The Effingham Fire Dept was able to purchase the following equipment in the past year: 
Class A Foam to aid in fire suppression, 2 new nozzles, upgraded part of the member turn 
out gear, A gas detector capable of testing 4 types of gas was added. Purchased four SCBA 
Masks. 


The dept continued it’s membership in NFPA and updated the NFPA codes manuals. Painted 
roof at Station #1, improved Heating Duct work and plumbing at Station #2, installed 
emergency lighting at Station #2. 


The Town at the annual meeting voted to purchase a new piece of fire apparatus. The bids 
for the new apparatus were received in June and contract signed in July 1995 with Central 
States Fire Apparatus Co., with delivery in the fall of 1996. 


The Department received a Donation of 13,500 for the purchase of a Hydraulic Tool set for 
Vehicle extraction. 


During 1995 emergency 911 became a reality - State wide in New Hampshire.

"extinguished and Smoking Materials.

| Violations of RSA 224:27 Il, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire, are 
‘misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable fer all fire 
suppression Costs. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Departmeni and State Forest Fire Officials, contact your local Warden or 
Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. This also helps to prevent unnecessary response to a 
controlied burn.

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Report to the Citizens of Council District One 


As Executive Councilor for District One, it is a privilege 
for me to communicate with the citizens of this town and area 
which are a part of District One of 98 towns and four Cities. 


The five member Executive Council is at the top of your 
Executive Branch of Government. The NH House and Senate make 
laws and pass into law a budget. It is then the 
constitutional and lawful duty of the Governor and Council to 
carry out those laws and budget. The entire Judicial Branch 
of judges are all nominated by the Governor and confirmed by 
the Council. The Governor and Council also nominate and 
confirm 267 Commissioners and Directors to terms of office in 
the various state executive branch departments. 


The Governor and Executive Council also are required by law 
to nominate and confirm dozens of citizens to various 
volunteer boards and commissions. If anyone is interested in 
serving, they should forward their resume directly to 
Governor Merrill or my office at the State House. A list of 
these boards and commissions may be obtained by calling my 
State House Office at 271-3632. 


The year ahead will prove challenging in the area of town, 
county and state administration of the recently passed House 
Bill 32 which reallocates, reorganizes most of the Health and 
Human Services Department of NH State Government. It is 
extremely important that local and county officials stay in 
close touch with their State Senators and State 
Representatives. I have asked Health & Human Services 
Commissioner Terry Morton to appoint at least 15-20 people 
from each county to act as advisers to this office as 
commission. If any of you are interested in serving, please 
call his office direct 1-800-852-3345 ext. 4331 or send hima 
note at his office on Hazen Drive, Concord, NH 03301 
expressing your interest. 


As of this writing there is still about $270,000 waiting to 
be matched by local dollars in the Economic Development 
Matching Grant Program and $275,000 waiting to be matched in 
the Joint Tourist Promotional Program. Both of these 
programs can be accessed by calling 271-2411. 


Some 9 million dollars is waiting at the Office of State 
Planning (tel. no. 271-2155) in the Community Development 
Block Grant Program. A town, county, regional economic 
development council or other regional group is eligible to 


apply. 
The Governor's Advisory Commission on Intermodal 


Transportation has submitted our recommendation to the 
Governor on various projects submitted to us by towns and 
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regional planning commissions. It is now up to the Governor 
to submit his recommendations to the House and Senate by 
February 15, 1996 and then it's up to those two bodies of 
state government as to the final disposition of the plan. I 
don't look for much in the way of new highways, bridges and 
transportation projects due mainly to lack of money. 
Hopefully, we'll be able to keep in good repair the 
transportation system we've got. 


It is amazing the advice and technical assistance available 
in State Government to citizens, businesses and local 
municipalities. The Office of Industrial Development has a
